The 1982 Tropical Storm Season has arrived. The tropical storm 
season occurs annually and according to the National Weather 
Service runs from 1st June thru November 30th. This year’s storm 
names will run in alphabetical order as follows: Alberto, Beryl, 
Chris, Debby, Ernesto, Florence, Gilbert, Helene, Isaac, Joan, 
Keith, Leslie, Michael, Nadine, Oscar, Patty, Rafael, Sandy, Tony, 
Valarie, William. . 

Miami Weather Frequencies: The National Weather Service, 
Miami, runs three weather broadcasts, all on 850 HZ shift at 100 
WPM. All carry Tropical Depression/Storm/Hurricane Bulletins: 

A. 16440, 14853, 10950, 8130, 5925, 3235 KHZ. 

B. 18765, 13624, 8140, 4061.5 KHZ. 

C. 21175, 8105, 3223 KHZ. 

Broadcast “A” includes airport summaries at about 20 minutes 
past the hour. Broadcast “‘B” carries mostly synoptic weather 
(five-digit code groups). Broadcast ‘‘C’” carries Florida/Georgia 
weather summaries and the selected cities weather summaries. 

NWS VHF Frequencies: In coastal metropolitan areas the NWS 
also runs storm bulletins on VHF broadcasts for shipping and the 
local populace. These frequencies are 162.40, 162.475 and 162.55 
MHZ. Checkavith the NWS for the frequency used in your area. 

The U.S. Coast Guard also broadcasts tropical storm bulletins. 
These broadcasts are HF, USB. The frequencies and times are as 
follows:

Tropical Depression — Rotary circulation at the surface; highest 
constant wind speed 38 miles per hour (33 knots). 

Tropical Storm — Distinct rotary circulation; constant wind 
speed ranges 39-73 miles per hour (34-63 knots). 

Hurricane — Pronounced rotary circulation; constant wind 
speed of 74 miles per hour (64 knots) or more.

WHEN THE LIGHTS WENT OUT 
By James Homan, W4DPH 

“Barly Friday morning, May 7th, the telephone system at 
Morton Plant Hospital began to malfunction, which soon turned 
into a near total failure of all hospital communications. 

After a “non-chalant” call to the local Ham Emporium by Paul, 
WA4F YR, a hospital employee, Charlotte, WB4PEL alerted Jim, 
W4DPH, who happened to be driving near the hospital at the time. 
He immediately changed course and went to the hospital. Being 
assured the problem was real he then initiated further calls on 
WB4BZF/R (224.94) W4DPH/R (146.97) K4IJY/R (147.36) and 
K4SCL/R (147.06) repeaters. Betty, WA4TJG in New Port Richey, 
and N4DDJ, Jack in Clearwater along with Charlotte, WB4PEL 
immediately began calling up all available manpower. Within 30 
minutes we had an adequate crew to man the hospital’s crucial 
areas, I.E. Emergency Room, 3 ICU units, Surgery, Security, etc. 

George, K4TH, one of the first answering the call, set up a base of 
operations in the hospital security office and became the system 
net control for the first shift. 

W4DPH coordinating the efforts in the hosptal also sent word to 
the Florida Area Coordinator of NAVMARCORMARS, George 
Jackson and his ECOM Assistant in Jacksonville. 

It was coincidental that a Regionwise NAVMARCORMARS 
Emergency Exercise was to be in effect the following morning. On 
learning of the Morton P'ant Hospital problem, The Area Assistant

Complete rules 
and scoring for the ARRL June VHF QSO Party are on page 80 of 
May “‘QST”’’; logs must be postmarked by 14 July. Full rules for the 
SMIRK Summer Contest are on page 1 of SMIRK’s Feb. 8, 1982 ‘‘Six 
Shooter”’; logs must be submitted by 11 July. If you don’t think your 
entry is worth submitting, just look at typical scores for 2 meters 
and up from the Northwest corner of the U.S. As an inducement to 
submitting entries, this year’s ARRL VHF QSO Party will give 
award certificates for top single band effort in each section; for 
example if you operate only 2 meters and up, you can win an award 
if you have the top 2 meter score in SFL, but may only have the 6th 
highest overall score from that section.

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THIS INCENTIVE THING. . . 
By F.E. Coates, PY8ZLC/K4LC* 

Extra class license — do you grit your teeth in anger, or in 
serious study for up grading? Either way, or anywhere in between, 
many hams criticize incentive licensing and feel it is not 
warranted, so strongly so, that heated discussions are still going on 
today, almost 19 years after its inception in 1963. 

Before moving permanently to Brzil in 1976, I decided to take the 
exam for extra class. I passed the general, the advanced and the 
extra all in one sitting, easily so. The only answers I had doubt, 
were the ones dreamed up by the FCC, testing my knowledge in the 
understanding of double negatives in the English language, 
something that has absolutely nothing to do with technical com- 


petence. But even these came out right side up when reduced to 


Boolean Algebra statements. I had held commercial telegraph and 
telephone licenses and had been well exposed to spacecraft and 


missile electronics. The point I make is that with my background, 


these exams were not difficult. 

The extra grade license made me feel pretty good. Or did it? One 
of my ham buddies, more than 50 years an amateur, originally 
failed five times before passing his general. He worked many times 
harder to get his general than I did to get an extra. Now, he and I 
were apart — could no longer communicate on certain frequencies 
formerly common to both. I felt deprived despite my exalted 
license. The FCC had taken some frequencies away, like a parent 
with a teenager whose allowance was reduced for a newly 
stipulated rule to which he had not conformed. 

By the time I had gotten my one by two call, for a non-skilled 
illegal twenty-five dollars, I really felt that I wanted to share these 
privileged frequencies with others who, as far as operating skill is 
concerned, had as much or more skill in operating technique than I 
had, who had performed more public service than I had and whose 
record of abiding by the rules and regulations of the FCC were as 
faithfully carried out as well as by myself. 

What should have been done? A grandfather clause should have 
given holders of Conditional licenses or higher grade full frequency

privileges. Each new licensee would earn his own frequency 
privileges. How would you police the bands for illegal operation? 
Easily! Precisely the same way it is being policed today to ensure 
that holders of general or advanced licensees are not operating in 
the unauthorized portions of the band. Attrition would eventually 
put each ham in the right place. Come to think of it, a grandfather 
clause did allow all holders of one by two calls (I do not use the 
words ‘‘preferred calls’’), to retain them, under the guise of being 
kind and considerate, whereas it is more likely that to reissue new 
calls would have swamped the FCC, already ona tight budget. 

Restricted use of frequencies should be limited to the novices. No 
one ever objected to that plan. Let them learn together and let them 
earn together. 

The FCC privileged frequency plan is not generally known by 
stations outside the United States and so, DX stations operate 
where not all hams can go. Maybe that’s good for him. ‘ 

During contests, the extra class licensee has an unfair ad- 
vantage, although slight. I do not operate normally in the CW 
portions of the extra class bands as the chances of a QSO with some 
who says, ‘‘My first PY’’, are much greater or in other words, give 
everyone a chance. 

Frequency privileges has caused a squeezing of public service 
nets into the upper portions of the bands, only adding to the 
problem of the already overcrowded section where the majority of 
hams are forced to operate by law. After all, Public Service is a lot 
of what ham radio is all about. 

Eliminate ‘Incentive Licensing.’”’ Let’s instead have a ‘Brag 
Call,’’ which says the same as a brag tape for RTTY. Look and see 
— I have an upper grade license, just like the RTTY operator says 
look and see, I have a model XYZ gozinta feeding a model ZYX ° 
gozouta, etc. Thus the reward of a higher grade license would be in 
self satisfaction at having extra ability, even if by rote, and the 
identification badge for those who want one, of a short call. This 
then would not ‘‘Kill ham radio” as some opponents of incentive 
licensing have been arguing over the years. Of course it’s a bit late 
for saying that today.

ARMY MARS 


SWR WITHOUT HYPERTENSION 
By Dick - AAR4PP 


If you’re a MARS member, you operate on freq- 
uencies outside of the Ham bands — sometimes far out- 
side. Most modern general-coverage tranceivers can be 
taught how to transmit on any frequency they can rec- 
eive, but how do you train a beam antenna to accept 
power at frequencies beyond its design limits*? ? 

Answer: usually, you don’t. You just shove the 
power to it and, if the SWR doesn’t charbroil the traps 
or feedline, you live with it. Even twenty-five percent 
reflected power, assuming it’s totally lost, is not an 
audible difference, and that’s an SWR of three to one. 
So who cares? 

~ Well, the party on the other end of the line 
doesn’t care; he doesn’t even know about it. The E 
layer doesn’t care. Wayne Green doesn’t care. But the 
solid-state finals on your new rig — they care. They 
sense the SWR and cut back your power to about half. 
And now you are 3db down, which does make a diff- 
erence. So you hook up a coupler (antenna tuner) & 
fool the finals into thinking they have a 50-ohm load 
and giving you back the power you paid to get. 

According to Charles Ercolina of Telrex Labs 
(manufacturer of one of the most well-proven lines of 
antennas in Ham and military circles), this is all fine as 
far as it goes, but it is important that you don’t go 
too much further. “Don’t tune out all of that SWR,” 
he suggests. ‘Just get the SWR reading low enough so 
ees finals give you full power, and stop at that 
point. 

I asked him why, and he told me. It was 
something about reactances in the antenna getting too 
high and interfering with its efficency. I didn’t under- 
stand a word he said, but I beleive him completely. 
After all, he was expressing that fundamental rule of 
life: Once anything starts to work right, leave it alone...

This 
doesn’t make dummies of the general or technician or novice 
classes of course, as there are always plenty of exceptions and here 
I could get myself in hot water if I should choose to pursue this line 
of thought. 

My enjoyment of ham radio has been enhanced accordingly and I 
would not urge you to rise up against incentive licensing.

THE PRIVATE RADIO BUREAU, UNDER DELAGATED AUTHORITY OF THE 
FCC, REVOKED THE AMATEUR STATION LICENSE OF LEONARD R. 
BOUCHER, K4NME, OF CANTONNENT, FLORIDA, AND AFFIRMED THE 
SUSPENSION OF HIS AMATEUR EXTRA CLASS OPERATOR LICENSE FOR THE 
REMAINDER OF ITS TERM, 


IN THE SANE ACTION, THE AMATEUR EXTRA CLASS OPERATOR LICENSE 
OF GERALD J. MORIN, WIGH, OF SANFORD, MAINE, WAS SUSPENDED FOR 
ONE YEAR AND WAS ALSO MODIFIED FOR THE REMAINDER OF ITS TERN 
TO PROHIBIT OPERATION BETWEEN 14.295 AND 14.330 MHZ. 


BOTH AMATEURS WERE CHARGED WITH OPERATING A SPLIT FREQUENCY 
SCHEME TO DELIBERATELY INTERFERE WITH OTHER OPERATORS 
PARTICIPATING IN RADIO NETS. MONITORING STATIONS DETECTED A 
PATTERN ON THE PART OF BOUCHER AND MORIN OF SHIFTING TO UPPER 
OR LOWER SIDEBAND WODES DEPENDING ON WHICH MODE DIRECTED THEIR

A.simulated disaster will occur mid - july , 
west of Miami International Airport in the everglades. Two 
aircraft will have a mid-air crash and fall about 30 miles 
apart in the swampy water. (This' type of crash occured 
last month, but over hard ground, near Homestead.) The 
exercise was dreamed up by Frank Ireland, K4UUO and 
Don Rush, officers of the Everglades Search & Rescue. 
The test will run from about 8:30 am until 2 or 3 PM. 
As last year, a hugh BAR-B-Q will be held for all who 
participate at their Club site in the Everglades. It is 
a large shadey beautiful area. 

Again some 30 to 40 Male and female students will 
act as victums. Air boats and half-tracks will be dispatch- 
ed from a road-side Hq. on U.S. 41 inland to the side 
of the simulated commercial airliner crash. The Dade 
County Civil Defense Communications Van will serve as 
Comms HQ for ARPSC, Dade-Metro Rescue teams, REACT, 
American Red Cross, EMT & Paramedic Society. All oth- 
er agencies, such as FAA, FHP, PSD-mid district Police, 

. Game and Fish Commission, Civil Air Patrol, Home- 
‘stead AFB/Disaster Prep. have been invited to participate 
and observe the Operation. 

The Dade County ARPSC have been invited to part- 
icipate. As last year, simplex frequencies on 2 meter will 
be used between the 2 crash sites and one or two repeat- 
ers for long-haul between the Comms Van and hospitals 
where needed.

for Emergency Communications decided to alert the entire Florida 
NAVMARCORMARS circuits for any assistance which could be 
rendered. W4DPH, who is also NNNODCQ, an Aux. Radio Team 4 
leader was officially assigned to assist the hospital situation. NAV-. 
MARCORMARS remained on actie alert throughout the entire 
episode. 

It soon became apparent that the problem would coimmue on : 
through the day and perhaps into the night. A second shift was . 
recruited by the outside coordinators. The problem did not seem to 
want to go away. Around 7 P.M. it became apparent that prudent 
planning required a midnight shift be alerted. With the further 
assistance of the outside coordinators and AA4FG, Fred in New | 
Port Richey, 25 miles north, 6 New Port Richey and 6 Pinellas ; 
County operators were prepared for dispatch should the midnight 
shift become a reality. 

Around 8 P.M. it began to get quiet on the radio circuits as the 
phones were ‘‘restored”’ needing only to be baby-sat for a few hours 
to insure the problem did not reoccur. At 1001 P.M. a halt was 
called to the operations and all returned home, tired but happy to 
have been able to render a valued public service. 

At least 600 messages between hospital departments and staff 
were handled during the 12 hours of operations. Fortunately no 
major medical crisis occurred during the period and no one suf- 
fered (medically) as a result of the phone outage. In total, 28 hams 
answered the call and were active in the hospital. N4DDJ and 
WA4TJG did yeoman jobs keeping up with the flow of personnel as 
the situation developed. AA4FG and his Pasco County personnel 
are to be commended also for their spirit in being desireous of ! 
driving the 25 miles south on U.S. 19 to help should the midnight | 
shift become a reality. 

One local radio station WJYW, and both the St. Petersburg Times 
and the Clearwater Sun gave good coverage to this event and we 
thank them all very much.
